BOLD PIRATES. 


They Defy the Commander and 
Crew of a Cruiser. 


Plundering.the Valuable Cargo of 
the Wrecked Steamer Idaho. 


The Insurrection in Buenos Ayres Put 
Down—One Thousand Killed and Five 
Theusand Wounded — Marriage of the 
Archduchess Valerie and Archduke Sal- 
vator of Austria — British Steamer 
Seized by an italian Lieutenant — The 
Central American War—British Army 
Abuses—The Cholera at Mecca—Foreign 


News. 


Hatrrax, Nova Scotia, July 31.—Cabie in- 
structions were received by the naval autbor- 
ities here last night ordering that Her Majes- 
ty’s ship Comus shall instantly proceed to 
Anticost! to drive off the piratical wreckers 
who are plundering the wreck of the steam- 
ship Idaho of its valuable cargo. An Ottawa 
dispatch states that the Oanadian crusier 
Wakeham was sent to the wreck, but her 
officers and crew failed to drive off the 
wreckers, who, numbering nearly 100, are ex- 
ceedingly bold and laughed at the commander 
of the cruiser. 


British Army Abuses. 


LONDON, July 31.—It is customary in the 
British army for the Inspector-General, at 
certain intervals, toask the men on parade 
whether they have any complaints to make. 
This has been regarded as a mere form, none 
of the soidiers, however serious their griev- 
ances, acting upon the official query. Now, 
however, there isa movement among the en- 
listed men in London, Aldershot and else- 
where to present complaints as to long stand- 
ing abuses, some of which have uttracted the 
attention of even the higher members of the 
service. Asyet no visible token has been 
forthcoming that the abuses are likely to be 
remedied, but there are reports to the effect 
that since their alarm over the Grenadier 
Guards’ mutiny, the authorities are contem- 
plating areform that will obviate the more 
serious of the causes of complaint. 

LAZY JUDGES. 

The Morning Post renews its attacks upon 
the abuses connected with the ad ministration 
of the law courts. The judges and all subor- 
dinate officers are accused of laziness and of 
wasting time. The result of the slow methods 
employed in transacting business is that the 
courts are 900 cases in arrears. The proposal 
has been made to create additional judge- 
ships, but the Post shows that the arrearage of 
business is not due to overwork, but under- 
work on the part of the judges. 

THE DOCK LABORERS’ BANNER, 

The Dock Laborers’ Union, which now num- 
bers 50,000 men, unfurled thelr new banner 
to-day amid great enthusiasm. The Union 
has been brought toa high state of efficiency 
by the tireless efforts of Burns and other 
organizers, though when the project was first 
started many thought that the attempt to 
bring about solidarity among tne poor dock- 
ers was like trying to build on sand founda- 
tions: The membersofthe union now sub- 
scribe $2,500 weekly to their treasury fund. 

THE SALVATION ARMY’S WEALTH. 

The Salvation Army is expending $150,000 
for new barracks at Sheffield and Birming- 
ham. Critics of the army are pointing out 
that it is passing through the stages which 
bave formed the history of all religious 
orders. First, poverty and simplicity unal- 
loyed, accompanied by rapid growth in in- 
fluence and membership; second, less poy- 
erty, less simplicity, less growth, less infia- 
ence, but more apparent importance; third, 
wealth and decay, 

LADY DUNLO’S VICTORY. 

Most of the newspaper comments on the 
Dunlo case express approval of the verdict 
and sympathy with Lady Dunlo. The Chron- 
icle severely censures Dunlo’s conduct in the 
affair and pronounces the noble Lord to be a 
snob. 

THE COPPER RING. 

In the actions brought here arising from the 
transactions of the Copper Ring, Justice Day 
has held that tbe guarantee of the Comptoir 
D’ Escompte could not be enforced and has 
given judgment in favor ot the Societe des 
Metaux in actions for breach of contract 
amounting to $200,000. 


Movements of British Warships. 


VicToriA, British Columbia, July 31.—Her 
Majesty's ship Amphion will leave this place 
for Southern waters, whence she will proceed 
tothe Mediterranean. Her place is to be 
taken by a heavily armored cruiser. Accord- 
ing to orders which have been given the flag 
ship War Sorite, which is here with the Admi- 


ral on board, will leave on a cruise to Van 


Couvers or thereabouts with H. M. 8. Cham- 
pion in attendance. The Espiegle goes into

A SEALER WARNED. 


Word has been received trom the Captain of 
the British schooner Ariel that she was 
boarded by an officer from the American cut- 
ter Rush, who presented a copy of the Presi- 
dent’s proclamation to the Captain of the 
Ariel and warned and advised himto get out 
of Behring Sea, stating that last year’s pro- 
gramme would be carried out this season and 
all vessels caught sealing would be seized. 


Archduchess Valerice’s Marriage. 


VIENNA, July 31.—The marriage of the Arch- 
duchess Maria Valerie, second daughter and 
youngest child of the Emperor and Empress, 
and Archduke Francis Salvator, took place 
to-day. The ceremony was performed in the 
Parish Church at Ischt. All the members of 
the Imperial family were present. The Arch- 
duchess recently renounced her rights of suo- 
cession tothe Imperial throne in order that 
she might be free to marry the Archduke, who 
was her own choice for a husband. 

At the wedding breakfast, after the cere- 
mony, the Emperor announced the betrothal 
of Archduke Ferdinand, third som of Arch. 
duke Karl Ludwig, helr presumptive to the 
throne of Austro-Hungary, to Princess Eliza- 
beth, eldest daughter of Prince Leopold of 
Bavaria. 


A Big Gas Strike, 


KINGAVILLE, Ontario, July 61.—Late yester- 
day afternoon gas was struck. bere at a depth 
of 900 feet, and the flowis now estimated at 
20,000,000 eu feet a day. eee ee 
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were thrown high in the alr, and for ten 
minutes rocks and irt came out. There is 
great rejoicing in Kingsville, and the gas 
fever has returned with a vengeance. Thou- 
sands are flocking to the well, dut a guard 
keeps the people back, so as to avoid the 
firing of the well. 


The Central American War. 


Crry oF MEXICO, July 31.—Senor, Pou, the 
confidential agent of the Ezeta Government 
in Salvator, saysthat Salvador is ready for 
arbitration of her dispute with Guatemala, 
The Salvadoraps, having been viciorious on 
the battlefield, feel that they have upheld the 
dignity of their country and, while still pre- 
pared for fight, are willing to agree to honor- 
able peace. 

COMMUNICATION REOPENED. 

New Tonk, July 81.—A dispatch received 
in New York from Buenos Ayres to-day, via 
Galveston, says: ‘‘Telegraphic communica- 
tion with Buenos Ayres, via Galveston, is ro- 
opened, The officials of the Mexican Tele- 
graph Co. in this city say that the fact that 
this message came over the Transandine Line 
is an Indication that peace reigns throughout 
the Argentine Republic. ’”’ 


The Argentine Treuble. 


. BUENOS AYRES, July 31.—During the insur- 
rection bere the ironciad fleet which had 
joined the revolutionary movement, bom- 
barded the city fortwodays. Serious dam- 
age was done to many buildings, especially 
those in the vicinity of the Plaza Victoria. 
1,000 persons were killed and 5,000 were 
wounded. The shipping In the portsustained 
no damage. 


African Affairs. * 


MOZAMBIQUE, July 81.—It is announced that 
Lieut. Azevedo Continho, who in June last 
went with an armed expedition tothe Shire 
District for the ostensible purpose of attack- 
ing the Makololas, has seized the steamer 
James Stevenson, belonging to the British 
African Lakes Co., and thatthe crew of the 
steamer have been sent to Quillimane for 
trial. 1 


Trouble in Samos. 


SYDNEY, New South Wales, July 31.—The 
steamer Lubeck, which has arrived here from 
Apla, brings rumors of disorders in the Sa- 
moan Villages. Inthe opinion of Europeans 
these disorders point out the necessity of the 
three treaty powers, England, Germany and 
the United States, forming a proper govern- 
ment for Samoa. 


Floeds in Chins. 


SHANGHAI, July 31.—The plain around Tient- 
sin was submerged by the reeent overflow of 
the Pei HoRiver. All the roads in the flooded 
district were destroyed, and the crops were 
ruined. All communication was cut off, and 
for seven days no news from Pekin was re- 
ceived at Tientsin. 


Prince of Wales Stakes. 


LONDON, July 31.—The race for the Prince of 
Wales stakes at Goodwood to-day was won 
by Orion; Syphonia, who was the favorite, 
was the only other starter. 


News From the Orient. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., July 31.—The steamer 
Belgic arrived this morning, twenty-three 
days from Hong Kong and fourteen from 
Yokohama. Japanese advices state that seal 
and other hunting about the Hokk Tido, 
Hemuro and Seighalien Islands again engaged 
the attention of the authorities, and native 
papers state the provisions of the act of 1884 
regulating such hunting by foreigners will be 
enforced to the extent of sending men-of-war 
to the islands. 

Heavy rains ln Chikuzen and Busen Dis- 
tricts July 4to July 6 inclusive washed away 
bridges across streams, considerably delay- 
ing railway traffic. A number of houses were 
washed away and one person killed. 

On the lith instant the total number of 
cholera cases was increased to 239, with 114 
deaths. Forty-seven fresh éases and fifteen 
deaths were reported that day, andon the 
13th thirty fresh cases and twenty-seven 
deaths were reported from Nagasaki. The 
Emperor has sanctioned the expenditure of 
$43,000 from the Government reserve fund for 
disinfection purposes. 

The latest reports of disorder on account of 
the high price ofrice come from Alkawa, 
Sado Islands, say 2,000 poor people, aided by 
miners, beganarioton the Ist inst., and the 
police being powerless, the Governer ordered 
troops from a neighboring garrison. 

Telegraphic news on the 4th inst. stated 
that the rloters were becoming more powerful 
and were destroying residences and property 
of rice merchants. 


Viscount Boyle. 


New Tonk, July 81.—The WorRtp’s Liver- 
pool special says: ‘‘Among the passengers on 
the steamer Teutonic which arrived yester- 
day was Viscount Boyle, the missing heir to 
the Earldom of Shannon. 

I have no romantic story to tell, he said 
to the WORLD correspondent. ‘‘I have simply 
come hometo take possession of the family 
estates, and to asaume my duties as a British 
peer. I first learned of my father’s death in 
an old copy of the San Francisco Chronicle, 
which I picked up by chance at a hotel in 
Seattle, where I had gone to sell some horses. 
I had been running asmall stock ranch a hun- 
dred miles from Boise City, and was surprised 
to find my brother advertising for me. I wrote 
to him in England, but he had gone to New 
York, and the letter was forward to him 
there. He wired me as soon as he copa to ar- 
range my affairs and come to Ne ork and 
meet him. I did not remain in New York 
seven hours. 

But why did you not write to your rela- 
tives or make your whereabouts kzaown 
through all these years?’’ 

„Well, there is really no good reason. I 
always was a poor correspondent. I intended 
to write every week, but I always put it ot. 

In brief, Lord Boyle’s story, as he gtyes it, 
isthis: He went to America in 1882 to start a 
stock farm in Canada. He was a member of 
the Dominion Parliament for Fort MeLeod. 
His brother, the same one who was adver- 
tising, was there In the same business, and at 
the same time. Early in 1887 the younger 
brother tired of stock raising and went home, 
But Lord Boyle determined tm try bis 
luck again in another part of 
the country. He first went to 
Tacoma, and finally bought a farm and a few 
horses near Boise City. There he went under 
the uameof Boyle, always taking pains to 
conceal bis title, From time he settied 
there, three years ago, er heard from 
or wrote any friends or relatives nor read any 
newspapers. Three times in the three years 
he journeyed to Seattle to sell horses. It was 
on hie last visit that he picked up the news- 
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desirable. He simply took a notion to keep 
quilét for a time and did so.

THE CENSUS. 


The Work of Verification Pregressing Rap- 
idly—The Probable Total, 


Word was received from Washthgton yes- 
terday that the enumerators were to take no 
new business. The names already recefved 
and transmitted for verification were to be 


handled promptly, but no new ones were to 


be taken. Hitherto the enumerators have been 


taking new names, when omissions were die- 
covered, adding them to the sheets, and ap- 
pending notes explaining that neither enu- 
merator nor police found the people on the 
first visit. Much chagrin was felt on receipt 
of this order, which seemed to indicate thas 
no further omissions could be rectified. 

‘“*Idon’tthink the order means what some 
seem to believe,’’ said Chairman Sampson 
of the Citizens’ Committee this morning. 
Wat seems to be prohibited ise the 
taking of additional names by the enumer- 
ators on special duty, passing them through 
Mr. Weigel and sending them on to Washing- 
ton on theirsheets. Although this is obvi- 
ously the prover course, it is quite easy to see 
that it Is liable to cause trouble and confusion 
at headquarters. The committee doesn’t 
construe the order asarefusal from Wash- 
ington to take additional names. Last 
night Ieent on a list of 300 names and 
I 22 ever go on the street without meet - 
ing somebody who assures mo be was never 
enumerated. This morning, for instance, I 
met Mr. J. B. Johnson of Cook avenue, 
who handed me this list of his family, seven 
innumber. They were in Europe just when 
the enumerator went round, ang hence were 
missed. But their furniture was in the house. 
Mr. Johnson is a voter here, and they clearly 
ought to have been taken.

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FORD’S ADDRESS 


THE NEGEO QUESTION CAUSES A DIVISION 
OF OPINION IN THE CHURCH, 


Dr. W. Hoyt Makes a Bitter Reply and 
Local Baptiste Array Themeelves eon 
Oppesite Sides of the Dark Probiem— 

' Remers That Dr. Ford Was te With- 
draw From the Second Baptist Church 
Denied. 


Rumor bad it that there was a serious divis- 
jon in the ranks of the Second Baptist Church 
and that Dr. J. W. Ford, the pastor, was the 
rock on which they split. Rumor went 
further and said that the division had 
grown to such an open breach that 
Dr. Ford would withdraw trom the 
church and another minister would be called 
to fillthe pulpit. The latter report is incor- 
rect, but it is true that there is awide differ- 
ence of opinion in the congregation concern- 
ing the address made to the Home Mission 80- 
cleties at the Baptist aunlversaries in Chicago 
last May, and though the address is two 
months oldit isstillalive topic of interest 
and discussion not only in the Second Baptist 
Church but la the Baptist Church and papers 
all over the country. The subjeet of Dr. 
Ford’s address was, The Relation of the 
National Societies to the National Life, and 
the objectof his discourse was to urge the 
union ot the two Home Mission Sooleties in 
this country in order that a greater infiu- 
ence might be exerted in the South and 
a great effort made to solve the negro ques- 
tion by Christian instead of political methods 
or bayonets. He sald there were two evils 
which they had to meet. First,the admitted 
immoral condition of the negroes. Second, 
the admitted determination ofthe whites to 
rule. Armies had failed to mitigate these 
evils, politics had made them worse and if 
there wasa possible solution of the negro 
question it was to be found in Christianity. 
Dr. Ford made one remark which stirred 
up some ofthe brethren, and various inter- 
pretations were putuponit. In speaking of 
the Black Belt’’ he said that when be left a 
certain scene he witnessed there and returned 
to his home where he saw his invalid wife and 
his babies he thought that if the choice were 
presented to him of living under black rule or 


dying in an attempt to get from under it he 
would count death a pleasure. 

Dr. Ford is a Northern man of Northern 
education, who went South for his wife’s 
health, and when that was restored he came 
to St. Louls. He lived four years in Georgia 
and South Carolina, however, and saw the 
negro as he really is. Dr. Ford thinks 
the Northern people 
many erroneous 
negro and the 
he does not contend that all is lovely and 

eaceful and just south of Mason and Dixon’s 

Ine. These views he presented and there 
would have been no trouble inthe meeting of 
the society if Dr. Hoyt had not made a bitter 
reply to Dr. Ford’s address. 

F. F. H. Ludington, one of the deacons of 
the Second Baptist Church, was present and 
witnegsed the contest between the to gen- 
tlemen. When asked what occurred Mr. 
Ludington said: 

‘*Thetwo leading addresses before the Home 
Missionary Society were delivered by Rev. J. 
W. Ford, D. D., of St. Louis and Rey. Wayland 
Hoyt, D. D., of Minneapolis. Dr. Ford’s topic 
was The Relation of the National Societies to 
the Nationai Life.’ In treating this subject he 
presented the status of the race problem as he 
saw itduring a residence of four years’ pas- 
toral work in Southerm Georgia, where he 
went from the severe climate of Michigan for 
the benefit of his wife's health. Dr. Ford is 
anative of New York State. In considerin 
the race probiem his address could be divide 
into three topics: ‘A Condition,’ ‘A Dan- 
ger,’ ‘A Remedy.’ 

Ils view oT the remedy was that if any re- 
sult beneficial to both races by allaying preju- 
diees and modifying dangers was to be se- 
cured, much could be accomplished by co- 
operation on the part of the two Baptist 
Home Missionary Societies, North and South. 
That more could be accomplished through re- 
ligious influences than by war or partisan in- 
justice. 

**His address required fifty minutes for its 
delivery, and it was an eloquent and states 
manlike address and the speaker held the at- 
tention and interest of the audieuceto its 
close. Attheciose acelered man requested 
atime to be appointed at whichthe paper 
could be discussed. Thetime was fixed for 
the following afternoon. 

Pr. Hoyt was to follow with an address on 
„Strategy in Missions,’ but instead of giving 
his attention to ais own topic he took advan- 
tage of his position to severely and ungentie- 
manly attack Dr. Ford's facts and opin ions. 
After Dr. Hoyt had ooncluded his tirade and 
his speech the chairman of the society, Mr. 
Kingsty of Boston, privately took occasion to 
inform Dr. Hoyt that he had wmis- 
understood Dr. Ford and perverted 
and put 11 wrong construction on 
what he said, and further, that as a time bad 
been set to discuss the paper he should have 
defined bis comments to that time and attend- 
ed to his own topic. 

‘*Very rA as this was the first time 
this topic of the Race Problem’ had been put 
before the society, much interest was awak- 
ened. Io all but a few present the address of 
Dr. Ford was welcome, as giv- 
ing information by a careful 
observer during four years of residence, on a 
subject about which there is 60 much miscon- 
ception in the North, and Dr. Ford has re 
ceived many complimentary congratulations 
for his masterly and considerate presentation 
ot so importanta subject. To afew who were 
biased by Dr. Hoyt’s untimely and unjust 
criticisms, and to some who fear any discus- 
sion invoiving prejudice and error on so im- 

a topic, there was a “feeling 

harmony of the anniversary 

might be jeopardized. But the managers so 

haucied the subject that the extremists on 

either side did not have an opportunity to 

show tothe world what great patriots they 

were. The American flag was waved by Rev. 

Dr. Lorimer of Chicago. The national hymna 
was sung and all was serene.’’ 

The serenity which closed the meeting, 
however, has not continued. Both of the 
gentieman to the controversy have found 
supporters, and only a week ago, Dr. Ford 
received a letter from Dr. E. B. Hulbert of 
Morgan Park, who eaid: ‘‘Since the anniver- 
sary scene, | think you stand stronger in the 
estimation of thoughtful men. 

Dr. Olmstead of the Boston Watchman 
has tendered Dr. Ford the columns of 
his paper to defend his position. Dr. Lorimer, 
Dr. Henson, Dr. Lawrence, of Chicago, and 
many others have expressea their opinion 
that be is right, and some have arrayed them- 
seives on the side of Dr. Hoyt, untilit looks 
as if the whole Baptist Chören, North and 
South, would fallin behind these two gentie- 
men, Who are standing on opposite sides. The 
strange part of itis that Mason «and Dixon’s 
line does not divide them, the 
Northern Baptists are not all with Dr. Hoyt, 
nor the Soutbern Baptiste all with 
Dr, Ford. Mr. Luddington said that Dr. 
Ford had expected 40 hear some criticism 
from Southern men, butto his surprise they 
had not taken exception to what he bad said, 
while some of the Northern men, like Dr.

RIVAL CORPORATIONS. 


WHO I8 TO BUILD THE ROAD BRTWEEN 
EAST T. LOUIS AND BELLEVILLE? 


The Situation Semewhat Complicated Ow. 
ing to Twe Schemes Being Under Con- 
sideration—Notes and News From St. 
Clair County Arrangements Being 
Made for a Complete School Census, 


Acorps of surveyors have been over the 
turnpike between East St. Louis and Belle- 
ville and have looated the line of the proposed 
electric railway. They commenced survey- 
ing at Belleville Monday and reached East St. 
Louls this morning. The grade 
was found to be as good as 
could be expected, the rise atthe bluffs not 
belng so great as was generally supposed. 
The survey was made under the direction of 
C. H. Talmage of Kansas City, who bas come 
to terms with D. F. Alexander, the projector 
of the road, and will construct 
the line if it is built. Mr. 
Alexander arrived in East 8. Louis 
from Belleville this morning, coming here for 
the purpose of securing, if possibie, a fran- 
chise that will give his line an entrance into 
the city. Several months ago, he applied to 
the City Counell for the right of way on cer- 
tain streets, but no action hasbeen taken in 
the matter, and sohe will endeavor to proceed 
in another way. He claims that the fran- 
chise recently granted to the Sexton Co. per- 
mits any other company to run cars over their 
tracks for a reasonable consideration, and by 
taking advantage of this he expects to get 
across the viaduct. He has an agreement with 
the St. Louis & East St. Louls 


Electric Rallway Co., by which he can 
run his cars across the bridge on their tracks. 
But te get through the city from the eastern 
limits to the Sexton Co.’s tracks on Broadway 
another franchise is needed, and he is here 
to-day to arrange for securing that. He says 
he will go to work at once to get the signatures 
of property owners along that partof the 
Belleville road lying in East St. Louis that he 
desires to use to a petition to the Council, 
and if he can obtain the franchise he thinks 
he can secure allother rights needed. The 
people, both of Belleville and East St. Louis, 
look with favor on his project and would be 
glad to have his company bulld at once It 
would especially benefit East St. Louis, 
» it would. furnish rapid transit 
from the bridge to the eastern part of the 
city, which is now peg builtup rapidly and 
is only hindered from faster growth by the 
lack of such facilities. A meeting of the di- 
rectors of the Belleville Turnpike Co. has 
been called for to-morrow to con- 
sider the application of the Alex- 
ander ‘Co. for the right of way on 
the rock road. There is another corporation, 
the Westinghouse Co. of St. Louis, after the 
rock roadrightof way, and itis reported in 
Belleville that they would like to construct 
an electric line from East St. Louis tor the 
purpose of demonstrating the utility of the 
motors they manufacture. Altogether 
the situation as regards the proposed 
connection of Belleville and East St. Louis by 
an Glectric railway appears to be considerably 
complicated just at present. The City Coun- 
cil of East 8t. Lovis has the power to solve 
the problem. A compan that cannot 
get an entrance into ast St. Louis 
cannot of course construct a road and put it 
in practical operation, and the Belleville 
Turnpike Co, will hardly give aright of way 
to any concern unless it is backed by the 
requisite franchise from the Council of this 
city. 

Atthe meeting of the City Council yesterday 
afternoon, bids for contracts to improve 
Third street, Broadway and Main street were 
referred to the Street and Alley Committee. 
The Louisville & Nasbvilie Raliroad Co. was 
ordered to raise its tracks on St.Clair avenue, 
where Patrick Berry was killed last Monday, 
to the grade ofthe Ohio & Mississippi road 
The Council adjourned until August 12. 

Yesterday evening J. C. Long, arallroad 
man, who claims to reside in Detroit, Mich., 
fell beneath a train while attempting to board 
it in the 1&8t. L. yards and had hes left foot 
amputated by the wheels. His right foot was 
also badly mashed. He was cared for at the

MRS. BIENENSTOK’S STORY AS TO HEB 
FATHER’S PROMISES AND MONEY. 


Her Account of the $10,000—Seme of Mr. 
Loewen’s Statements Demurred To— 
Strong Independent Testimeny — The 
Whole Matter Being Investigated by an 
Attorney—The Courts te Be Appealed 
To. 


Mrs. Hulda Bienenstok has placed all of her 
affairs in the hands of Lawyer M. J. Jonas for 
his careful consideration, and after he bas in- 
vestigated them they will be taken before the 
courts, where the whole matter will be thor- 
eughly aired. Then the whole truth of the 
dispute will be known. 

Mr. Jonas was seen in his office this morn- 
ing by a Post-DISPATCH reporter and when 
questioned about Mrs. Bienenstok’s case he 
said: ' 


1am now investigating her affairs, but 
pro bably will not be able to do anything for a 
week ‘or more. They are in a very compli- 
cated state, and it wul take some time 
to unravel them, especially as I am at 
present occupied with some other very im- 
portant business matters for some of my 
clients. I will carefully investigate every- 
thing and then we will take it before the court 
and let it be properly decided. 

As to the lady’s mental condition, if any 
question arises regarding her sanity that will 
also be settied by the courts, but I don’t 
think that question will be agitated any more 
as I think her rejatives have voluntarily aban- 
doned it. Her interests will be attended to in 
every detail. Ihadachat with Mrs. Bienen- 
stok this morning, and have already begun to 
investigate her affairs.’’ 

_ WHAT MRS. BIENENSTOK SAYS. 

A PO8T-DISPATCH reporter found Mrs. 
Bienenstok comfortably curled up ona couch 
reading a copy of Hood’s Poems. Her 
long brown hair was loosly braided and hung 
over her shoulder and she looked decidedly 
at ease. 

‘*You see, I am making myself comfort- 


able, she said with a smile as she invited the 
reporter to take a eat. Iam getting rested. 
now and am feeling much better. 

She was asked about the statement made by 
Mr. Loewen regarding the 310, 00, which he 
said had been laid aside for her out 
father’s estate. 

Ii tell you how it was done, she said. 
Some time after my father’s death, and after 
I had recovered in a great measure from the 
severe iiiness with which I had been 
prostrated, I was told one day that they 
would tell me about my money. They 
told me that my father had not got his name 
back when he died, and that therefore he had 
no lexal interest in the firm, so that I would 
get nothing unless they wanted me to, but 
they would give me $6,000 because I had noth- 
ing. Iasked them whyI had pot been told 
anything about it, and told them that I 
did not want any present from them. I said 
that I only wanted my rights. They said 
that perhaps father wanted me to have some 
money, that if I would wait for ten years they 
would give me $10,000, besides seeing that I 
did not suffer inthe meantime, If I took the 
money then I would only get 36, 000. I said I 
wanted to get the money rightaway. Then they 
said they had paid out money for me to the 
amountof $2,000,and when the settlement 
was effected they took that amount out.

There seems to be a woful lack of harmony 
among the working politicians in the Demo- 
cratic camp in the Eighth Congressional Dis- 
trist. This is dus tothe clashing interests of 
ex-Congressman Jobn J. VU’ Neill and 
ex-Councilman Patrick O'Malley, both 
of whom are avowed congressional 
candidates. Both have their followers 
in the Congressional Committee, and the 
fight is daily increasing in bitter ness. The 
opposition to Mr. O'Neill in the committee, 
headed by Chairman Tom Barrett, seems to 
be forcing the fighting, and the ex-Congress- 
man and his friends are complaining loud 
and deep that he is not being treated fairly. 

Last evening the Congressional Committee 
met in the rooms ofthe Hendricks Associa- 
tion and a very animated meeting it proved 
to be. Chairman Barrett did not conclude to 
call the meeting until Tuesday and It was late 
that evening when the notices were sent out, 
but all the members were on hand 
nevertheless, when Barrett opened the pro- 
ceedings last night. Messrs. O'Neill and 
O’ Malley were both on hand and met in the 
hallway outside the hall. Their meeting was 
by no meansacordial one. Mr. O’ Malley 
looked daggers at the ex-Congressman and 
appeared in a humor tosay many things to his 
opponent. From all accounts he 
did say them. Mr. O'Neill opened the 


conversation by saying, ‘‘Well, Pat,’’ and 
it was then the ex-Councilman began unload 
ing his grievances. Hecharged that O’ Neill 
had circulated tne story that he. O Malley, was 
only in the race to benefit Niedrimghaus, and 
said with much emphasise that he did not 
want to hear many more stories of that char- 
acter. Mr. O’Neill suggested to his 
opponent the advisability of keep- 
ing cool on all cecasions 


and told bim not to curl his lips or allow his 


ruffled state of mind to run away with him. 
Mr. O’Malley, however, was indignant and 
wanted to impress that fact on Mr. O’Nelill’s 
mind.

FOR THE FALL FLECTIONS ONLY. 

The conference committee of the two 
houses has voted down the House substi- 
tute and will favor concurrence in the 
Wilson bill, the original package“ bill 
passed by the Senate. This is the bill to 
enable any State to prohibit the sale of 
imported liquors; but to leave the States 
hampered by the recent original package 
decision as to all other articles of com- 
merce. 

It is an attempt by Congress to put beer 
and spirits on a different footing from any 
other poisonous or unwholesome article— 
to outlaw them, as it were, and deny them 
alone the privilege of interstate commerce 
guaranteed by the Constitution to all 
other merchandise. If effective, it will 
make imported liquors subject to State 
prohibition as soon as they cross the State 
Mine, and thus prevent the one sale which 
the Supreme Court bas declared an essen- 
tial part of the right to import and neces- 
sary to complete the act of importation. 

At the same time it will leave oleomar- 
garine, compound lard and other adul- 
terations under the protection of the 
original package decision, and lawfully 
salable in any State in spite of its pro- 
hibitory laws against such articles. To 
further emphasize this discrimination in 
favor of the Chicago Beef Combine’s 
oleomargarine and adulterated lard pro- 
ducts, the House Committee on Agricul- 
ture is preparing a bill to regulate the 
manufacture and legalize the sale of those 
articles in spite of State laws against 
them. 

But while the Supreme Court decisions 
stand and the Constitution remains un- 


either of them or increase State power 
over interstate commerce by a hair’s 
breadth. This billis nothing but a de- 
ceptive device to conciliate the Prohibi- 
tion vote and keepitfrom deserting the 
Republican party on account of the origi- 
nal package decision.

THE MISSISSIPPI PLAN. 


A constitutional convention, , composed 
entirely of the nominees of one party, 
representing only the white minority ina 
State of 1,200,000 inhabitants, and elected 
by 40,000 only out of a voting popula- 
tion of 238,000, according to the census of 
1880, is the unusual spectacle now pre- 
sented in the State of Mississippi.

„guy“ the shade of JEFFERSON over this 
repudiation by his own professed disciples 
of his faith in the people, his vox populi, 
vox dei“ fad. Tour own followers are 
‘fobliged to repudiate your fetich wor- 
‘*ship, your belief in the self-correcting 
‘‘virtue of popular self-government; after 
„giving ita full and fair trial they are 
‘*compelled to protect society from the 
‘ignorant and too numerous poor by re- 
‘‘stricting suffrage to the wealthy and 
„more intelligent few,“ is what ALEXAN- 
DER HAMILTON might now say to the great 
apostle of Democracy. 

The plea for this remarkable movement 
against the fundamental doctrine of 
Democracy is that negro supremacy is u 
menace to property, the public peace, and 
all that society holds dear; that legal 
restriction is necessary to prevent race 
conflicts, violence and fraud in elections. 
Yet those who set upthis plea have car- 
ried the State by majorities ranging from 
83,000 to 95,000 for fifteen years past. They 
seem to have had the entire white vote 
anda large part of the negro vote on 
their side, and only an insignificant frac- 
tion of the negro vote against them; and 
still they say the negro vote is dangerous 
and roust be disarmed of the ballot either 
by legal restriction or by illegal violence. 

Their situation is so exceptional that 
outsiders may not be prepared to judge of 
its exigoncies. But it is well to warn 
them that, in their alarm, they are tread- 
ing on dangerous ground when they be- 
gin on any pretext to restrict suffrage 
and narrow the domain of popular self- 
government.

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GREAT BUSINESS HEADS. 


THE BOARD OF PURLIO IMPROVEMENTS 
GIVES AWAY A VALUABLE PRIVILEGE- 


MoNair & Farish Given Permission te Balld 
a Fence Around Washington Park While 
the City Ball Is Being Erected and They 
Will Make Thousands of Dollars by Let- 
ting Space for Advertising. 


‘The city officials, notably the Board of Pub- 

lic Improvements and the City Counselor, 
have given away a very valuable privilece 
and are getting nothing whatever in return 
forit. The mildest terms in which the matter 
can be expressed are that tbey have made a 
very large, costly and inexcusable blunder. 
There is a fence being built around Washing- 
ton Park, where the new City Hall will be, on 
which will be painted and pasted All kinds of 
advertisements for which the firm of 
MoNair & Farish will get from 1 
to 8 a linear foot for qach year. 
The investment forthe firm isa paying one, 
and they deserve credit for being smart 
enough to see what the privilege was worth 
and t aking advantage of the ignorance of the 
officials. 

There are about 2,200 feet of fence, which 
wili pay the company about $4,500 a year in 
rent, and the only expense they are put to is 
painting the signs and the original cost of the 
fence, which is about $1,200. The fence will 
probably stand for the next three years. The 
way the toiling was done reflects severely upon 
the business ability of the Board of Public Im- 
provements and hits the City Treasury in a 
soft spot It has been assertained since the 
privilege was given away that bad it been put 
up at auction the city could have made be- 
tween two and three thousand dollars a year 
out of it. 


HOW IT WAS DONE. 

The way the thing was done, as expiained 
by the board, ts as follows: Some time ago 
Mr. Mann, the architect In charge of the 
building, said that there must be a fence put 
up to keep trespassers out and to avoid 
danger of accidents. The question was 


talked over by the board and nothing done 
until on June 6, when McNair & tarish put in 
en application stating that they would build a 
fence to suit the architect and not charge the 
city a cent if they would in return be allowed 
the priviledge of renting space for advertis- 
ing purposes. The proposition was sent to 
the Board Committee on Public Buildings, of 
which Mr. Klemm is Chairman, and Messers. 
McMath, Murphy and Burnet m bers. 
Since then the board has heard pothing of 
the proposition from the ommittee, 
Afew weeks later Mr. Mann, tg architect, 
dropped in atthe board room af a meeting 
and wanted to know what hud sen done 
about the fence. He was told that nothing 
had been done. He then said that he bad got 
some prices as to the cost ofa fence and stat- 

ed what they were. Then the McNair & Farish 
proposition was referred to and in an inoffi- 
cial way the President of the Board told Mr. 
Mann to go ahead and make any 
arrangement he could and if he could 
get the fence for nothing to do 80. 
Mr. Mann then informed McNair 4 Farish 
that they could go ahead and build the fence, 

which they did without delay and set about 
getting advertisements for it. 

President Burnet of the Board was seen and 
sad: I did not know exactiy whose busi- 
it was to attend to this matter, but after talk- 
ing it over, we decided to leave it to th 
architect. Mr. Bellsaid he thought it woul 
be a good thing if we could save the cost of a 
fence;so we did 0. Idid not think the mat- 
ter was worth much attention.’’ 

Did you get apy money, as is charged!“ 
was asked him. 

„No, I did not, he replied ina manner 
which would bear no misconstruction, 

WHAT MR. MANN SAYS. 

Mr. Mann was seen and said: ‘‘Ihad told 
the board thata fence wonld be needed and 
they told me to find out how much one would 
cost. got several propositions and 
told the board what the re- 
suit was. Then the proposition 
of McNair & Farish came along and the board 
and Mr. Bell decided that it would be a good 
thing if we could get the fence for nothing, so 
I was authorized by the President of the board 
to make arrangements, which 1 did by telling 
the firm to go ahead and put uv a good hich 
fence. Idid not know there was any value 
attached to the fence and thought no more 
about it until Cottrili, the bill poster, came to 
me and talked about it, and told me that 1 
should not have done as I did.“ 

He was asked if he had received any money 
for the fence, and said most positively that he 
had not. 

COMMISSIONER M’MATH. 

Commissioner McMath was asked what he 
knew about the case and said: ‘‘All I know 
ls that the request was received from a real 
estate and 8 firm and that ailnee 
then nothing has been heard of the matter. 
About ten days agolsawthe fence going up 
and was very much surprised to see it, as 
had not heard of anyone being authorized to 
put it there. Ihave heard that they are get - 
ting considerable money for advertising space 
on it. 

SHOULD NOT BE GIVEN AWAY. 

Harbor Commissioner Murphy said: ‘*I do 
not know who has given out the privilege to 
the people who are building the fence, but I 
know that the board has not done so and that 
our committee has not, as far asI know. It 
is a very valuable privilege and should not be 
given away. 

NO IRREGULAR DEALING. 

Messrs. John G. McNair and Hamilton 
Farish, who compose the firm of McNair & 
Farish, were found at their office on Chestnut 
street this morning. 

„We are sorry to see such a commotion 
stirred up over this matter, Mr. McNair 
remarked, ‘‘but no charge of any irregular 
dealing can be sustained against us. Our 
story is easily told. On June 6 we sent the 
following letter to the Board of Public Im- 
provements—’’ and here Mr. McNair dis- 
played a letter press copy of a type- written 
letter reading as follows: 

ST. Lovurs, June 6, 


To the Hon. Board of Public Improvements, Cu 
of St. Louis: 

DEAR SIths—Understanding that a fence is 
needed around Washington Park, the site of 
the new City Hall, we hereby state our wiiling- 
ness to build such a fence in the required 
manner free of charge to the city, the priv- 
lege being reserved to us to use the said fence 
for advertising purposes, the same to revert 
to us and become our property upon the com- 
piotion of the City Hall building. We are very 

ruly yours, MONAIR & FARISH. 
took the letter to the office of the Board 
of Public Improvements about 11:80 that 
morning,’’ remarked Mr. .Farish, and the 
newspapers at the time contained mention of 
the fact that we had made theoffer. About 
June 20 we received our letter back with the 
indorsement on it, ‘Accepted.’ Afterward 
I went to the office of the Board of Publſe Im- 
provements to learn what was desired of ts 
in carrying out our eement. I wae referred 
to the arohitects, and Mr. Manu furnished me 
with specifications as to style of fence desired. 
Afterward when I ingual how soon the fence 
was needed I was told that they wanted it u 
by August 1. We set to work and built it, 
do not see wherein any irregularity een be 
cbarged in that proceeding so far as we are 
concerned. The fact of the matter is that the 
complaint comes from aman who neglected 
getting the privilege himself, and now that 
it possesses some value he is sore. When 
we made the offer we intended to 
nse the fence only for advertising Tuxedo 
Parg, and the matter of subletting parts of it 
was an afterthought.

AN ENORMOUS EATER; 


WILLIAM GREEN’S APPLICATION FoR 4 
WARRANT RECALLS HIS Feats 


Someof His Matches and the Amounts Se 
Consumed— The Surprise of Several Well 
Known Physicians to Find Him Living 
After One of His Contesis—His Match | 
With a Horse Trader at a County Fair. 


William Green appeared at the Four Courtg 
this morning and before Assistant Prosecut. 
ing Attorney Dierkes swore out a warrang 
charging Otto Feldt with embezzlement, 
Feldt lives at 2511 Blalr avenue, It is alleged 
in the information that he borrowed from 
Green a photographic outfit of the value of s49 
which he has refused to return. 

The prosecutor, Wm. Green, is something 
ofan eater. In fact he is the champion of the 
country in bis line, having defeated all comers 
at numerous matches. Years ago the cha). 
lenges sent out by his friends who wished to 
back him to out eat any man in the Uniteg 
States were never accepted and forfeits which 
had been posted were taken down, 
Green has a record. The first match of any 
note in which he was engaged came off in 
1872. From his boyhood he had recognized 
that he had an enormous capacity for any 
kind of food, yet his fare foraday or a week 
would compare in quantity with that of any 
ordinary working man. It was only when he 
tried to eat thathe devoured such an immense 
amount of food. 

SOME OF HIS MATCHES. 

However, in 1872, Green, who is a collector, 
was at work with a numberof bills in 80 
St. Louis, when he metinasaloon three a 
atthe lunch counter. One of them was «a 
tallor, another a constable and the 
third a deputy Marshal. Green felt 
a little hunery after his Walk 


and set in to eat the whole ofa ve - pound 
sausage. The tailor, the Constable and the 
Marshal thought they could eat a littie bit 
themselves, and a match was prepesred by 
some of the bystanders. It was agreed that 
the mau eating the least was to pay the whole 
bill, and the quartette set to work. Such 
confidence had Green in his own abilities that 
he took bets rignt and left at even money 
that be would beat the others. 
As the contest proceeded he offered 
absurd odds that he could win with pounds to 
spare. He was not known about the place 
andthe by-standers fairly crowded for his 
money, having seen what tbe marsha! and 
constable could do on various occasions. 
Everything inthe saloon went on the bill of 
fare and the men ate foran hour. Then the 
tallor gave it up in despair and sat down to 
watch the others. Ten minutes later the con- 
stable had a pain under his jacket and retirea 
to the back yard. Ihe marshal stood 
It for another balf hour and then gave up in 
disgust. Green ate with such a vigor that 
everybody was surprised. When he finished 
he bad devoured $18.75 worth of saloon food 
and his appetite was still good. 
EXPECTED TO FIND HIM DEAD. 

Green collected his bets and went home. 
The story of the match spread and the follow- 
Ing day Drs. Gregory, Mudd, Ludwig and 
Hess called at his residence expect- 
ing to find him dead. He was 
as chipper av a cricket, however, and 
regaied his medical visitors with the stories 
of his eating feat. Sworpv statements of the 
amount the man had eaten were made and ac- 
counts of the affair were telegraphed all ove 
the country. 

Green made no more matches fora number 
of years, being decidedly averse to obtaining 
notoriety on account of his peculiar abilities. 
On several occasions, however, he went witt 
some of his friends to saloons about the cit 
and surprised the bar-keepers by devouring 
every morsel of food on the lunch counters 
Proprietors of restaurants, where the sign 
All you can eat fo 
soon grew to know him and barred their doo 
when they saw him about to enter 

Finally his friends 
oysters against the record. <A Connect 
man had devoured eight . of the 
valves, but Green almost discounted him by 
swallowing twelve quartsin an hour's time. 
When the craze over the eating of one quaila 
day for thirty days was on Green won 
numerous wagers, Orst by eating one qual a 
day for twenty-five days, then for thirty days 
and finally for fifty days. His friends offered 
to back bim to eat two quaiisu day fora 
— but could get no answer to their chal 
enge. 

HOW HE BEAT A HORSE-TRADER. 

Green’s latest match was less than three 
months ago. He was in a small country towr 
collecting for a st. Louis giass company and 
met a borse-trader in a saloon and res- 
taurant. The horee-trader thougut he 
could eat oysters with the next man 
and offered to back himself against the 
crowd. Green took all the bets he could get, 
and then bet his opponent two to one that he 
would eat two quarts to his one. The horse 
trader was game and the bets were made. 
When Green offered him three toone, bow- 
ever, he weakened and the contest was com- 
menced. The horse man swallowed three 
quarts of the Divaives and quit. this time 
Green had put himself on outside 

He then offered to 
could eat as many 
more and won all the money in sight by cov- 
ering an additional ten quarts. This made 
almost four gallons of the mollusks wich nad 
entered his stomach, yet he was sot eve 
*'phased.’’ 

Green is a middle-aged man, of medium 
beight, yet short in bud. He weighs in th 
neighborhood of 259 1222 and has neve 
been sick in his life. is appetite is normal, 
but his capacity le abnormal to say the least. 


A BEGGAR FRAUD. 


Charles R. Peck, a Man With Many Tales 
Woe, Given Hours.

Eugene Caulfield, a Young Boy, Kills Robert 
H. Eryden in Self-Defense, 


Eugene Caulfield, an intelligent youth of 17 
years of age, shot and killed dis step-father, 
Robert H. Bryden, at 2517 North Thirteenth 
street, early yesterday evening. The story as 
told by Caulfield and his mother is that 
Bryden came home from his work at 
Driscoll’s tannery yesterday afternoon con- 
siderably the worse for drink, He 


cursed Caulfield for practicing on a violin and 
continued to abuse the lad, accusing him of 
not paying his board and using very insulting 
language. Finally, he struck the lad in the 
face and seized him by the throat. Caulfield 
struggled, but being unable to get awa and 
finding be was choking, he drew a small re- 
volver from his pocket and fired three shots 
at bis assailant. The third struck him tn the 
temple and killed him. The boy then ran 
away, but on being met by Capt. Klely a 
short time later he submitted to arrest and 
admitted the killing. 

Caulfield pleads self-defense. He says that 
the deceased treated both him and his mother 
shamefully, that he was seldom sober and 
that he frequently threatened to kill 
him. Caulfield says he bought the re- 
volver on July 4 and carried it in 
his pocket in self-defence. From what can be 
learned of him Caulfield is a hardworking, 
intelligent youth, much liked by his friends, 
and a devout Catholic. He bas been learning 
the lithvgraphing business. 

His story is borne out by Mrs. Bryden, whose 
hatred. of the deceased was so great that she 
would notallow thecorpse to pass through 
the front room of the house, saying the man 
had caused her trouble and suffering enough 
while he was alive. The men with the am- 
bulance had to give way to this order, and 
the body was taken out through the back door 
and to the Morgue.

THE ORPHANS’ DAY. 
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THE ANNUAL FXCURSION GIVEN BY THE 
FRESH AIR MISSION. 


y One Theusand Little Ones Breathed 
nd Fed Upon the Mississippi by a Great 
 Yharity—The Embarkation at the Feot 
t Locust Street—To Wilson’s Greve on 
the Grand Republic—A Great Day. 


EARLY one thousand or- 
phans were on board the 
Grand Republic this 
morning when she left 
the wharf at the foot of 
Locust street for Wiison’s 
Grove. Nearly one thous- 
and uniformed but bricht 
faced children, addicted 
to marching by twos and 
being very respeotful. 
The river breeze that 
knows little of rule in its 
biowing and respects 
nothing that comes in its way, gotinto those 
little orphans very early. At firet 
they were content to be phalanxed, 
content to beset up on rows of benches in 
solid masses, for there was much to see that 
had never come within the range of the big 
round eyes before. But before the boat got 
away from the restraint of ropes this content 
bad vanishea and the rule of guardians—so 
easily maintained in school rooms—vanished 


with it. 

What was the use of being an orphan and 
having excursions given for your benefit if 
you couldn’t be free of restraint one time in a 


year? 

The uniforms were soon so mixed that there 
did not seem to be two children on the boat 
dressed alike, and all the little games that 
even orphan children know were entertaining 
the company. Then there was the secing 
over the rail; watching the long shore lines 
rise and fall with houses, trees or fields, and 
following the long swelis from the steam- 
boats wheels as they spread fan-like into the 
smnooth glassed water surfaces. 

MRS. ANDREW LESLIE 
bad command of a very eflicient corps o 
ladies who hadthe work of feeding the 
orphans before them. There was Mrs. Bar- 
nard, who has been connected with the Fresh 
Air Mission (under whose auspices the excur- 
sion was given) since its birth and who all 
these years has worked bard for its succese, 
and there were Mrs. F. Roberts, Mra. F. W. 
Raeder, Mrs. Mary Volmer, Mre. Robert 
Knower, Mrs. E. F. Ten Broeck, Mre. Mackin- 


tosh, Mrs. G. W. Lubke, Mrs. W. McPherson, 
Miss M. Clarkson and Miss Wolff. 

Each company of children was attended by 
nurses and teachers from the inatitutions, 
and in addition there were 
unteer assistants. Most of the children were 
taken from their institutions to the eastern 
end of the street-car lines and marched down 
tothe boat. The weak were taken to the boat 
in vehicles belonging to the institution or in 
private carriages loaned by patronesses. 

Sectarianism bad not limited the invita- 
tions. The managers of the Fresh Air Mis- 
sion had visited every Orphan asylum in the 
city. kvery one had been invited to send all 
its children on this excursion. It was not 
necessary to explain 

THE FRESH AIR MISSION’S WORK 

to the asylum managers. They knew all 
that could be told about it, and nearly all 
accepted the invitation. Some institutions 
could not send children for various reasons, 
but they were very few. St. Mary’s Orphan 
Asylum was represented by 190 children; St. 
Vincent's (German) sent 167; Ger- 
mau Protestant, 135 ; the German 
General Protestant Orphans’ Home sent 70; 
the Girls’ Industrial Home sent 60; the Oblate 
Sisters of Mercy were accompanied by 36 col- 
ored children ; there were 40 children from the 
Episcopal Orphana’ Home; from the Mission 
at Ninth and Wash streets there were 89 chil- 
dren;the St. Louis Children’s Hospital sent 
20; St. Stephen s Mission sent 100; the Christian 
Orphans’ Home sent II, and there were rep- 
resentatives from other institutions.

The orpbans held 
their breath 48 the big, biack 
piers came down upon the boat, and relief in 
large packages was distributed over the decks 
ase the boat slipped easily between the piles 
of masonry, came out of the bridge shadow 
and pufied away upa clear river for Wilson’s 
Grove. 

The grove, which is elghteen miles away, 
Was reached shortly after noon. The Sand- 
wich Committee performed its task of feeding 
the children, and for three hours they were 
allowed the freedom of the woods. 

There were many donations of cakes, can- 
dies, fruit, ice cream and more substantial 
food from wholesale houses and friends of the 
mission. The children’s stomachs were given 
as novel a treat as their lunge, and it was a 
very nappy day for all. There will be four 
more Fresh Air excursions before the season 
closes.

Bright Outlook for Hunters. 


From Colman’s Rural World. 

The shooting season for 1890 is fall of prom- 
ise. From all parts of the country qual! are 
reported to be excellently numerous. Bob 
White’s cheery whistic is heard everywhere 
piping the prophecy of good things to come, 

he nests contain an unprecedented number 
of eggs, and thé outlook for the quali shooter 
is of a decidedly rosy hue. This is 
largely due to the mildness of last 
winter. The quail is of our game 
birds peculiarly sesceptibie to destraction by 
heavy snow and _  ice-storins. Unusually 
severe winters are followed by a correspond- 
ing scarcity of birds, and after a mild season 


the quail supply is abundant. Large numbers 
of prairie chicken have been observed in por- 
tions of Illinois, and the sport promises to 


de good when the open season goes into effect 


in September. This can hardly be credited 
to the open winter, forthe prairie chicken ia 
a bird which is in a large degree independent 
of weather conditions through the 
wipter, but is caused principally by 
the strict enforcement of a close season for 
several years. It finds hisfood without diffi- 
culty mostly above the snow, and is not 
starved out, asthe quail may be. Woodcock 
are reported to be less abundant hereabouts 
than usual by fishermen, who usually observe 
the bird while on their fishing expeditions, 
but this may be accounted for by the fact that 
it has been a Wet season and the birds have 
not repaired tothe streams and lakes as in 
dry seasons, aud so the anglers have not had 
an opportunity of seeing them.

IT IS A “BRACE” GAME. 


FIGURES WHICH PROVE THAT THE LOT- 


* TERY IS A POOR GAMBLE. 


A Member of the Citizens’ Committee te 
Prevent the Company From Obtaining a 
Recharter Shows What the Chances of 
an Invester Are—An Argument Which 
Unght to Conyince Lottery Players That 
They Are Being Swindled. * 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disraron. 

NEW ORLEANS, July 31.—A member of the 
Citizens’ Committee to resist the attempt of 
the Lousiana state Lottery Co. to secure a re- 
charter has, for the ben@iit of the committee 
and the citizens generaily, prepared a state- 
ment on the dally drawings which is a revela- 
tion. It shows clearly and in a way that 
everybody can thoroughly understand what 
kind of a gambling game these daily drawings 
are. If those who play the Louisiana Lottery 
are not convinced by the showing that they 
are going up against a skin game, as the 
gamblers say, then indeed they must be 
blind. The report begins as follows: 

THE REPORT. 

There are 124 policy shops in New Orleans. 
Ide not mean by ‘‘policy shops’’ a place 
where lottery tickets are sold, buta place 
where combination tickets are written in the 
daily drawings. The average receipts of 
these shops are about $30 per diem each. 1 
know these facts, first by the statement ofa 
lottery stockholder, second by personal ex- 
amination, prosecuted by the purchase of 
tickets about the hour of closing in various 
shops, and observing the number. 
are $13 drawings per annum, the annual re- 
ceipts from this source are about $1,165,000. 
This enormous sum all comes from the 
pockets of the poor and ignorant. I stationed 
myself last week at the door ofa large policy 
shop on Royal street, between the hours of 1 
and 2, and counted and noted the people who 
entered and bought tickets. Thirty-four per- 
sons entered and purchased within the hour; 
of these twenty-three were negroes and eleven 
were white. 

EIGHTEEN WERE WOMEN, - 
six were children between 10 and 14, and ten 
were men. Every single one of these persons 
were laboring people, or people evidently in 
the humble walks of life. No person witha 
sign of prosperity on him entered those fate- 
ful doors. 

The dally drawing is 

OPERATED AS FOLLOWS: 
Every day in the week except Friday seventy- 
eight numbers are placed in a wheel and 
thirteen are taken out, and these thirteen are 
arranged, in the order in which they are 
drawn, into thirteen stations numbered from 
ltols. Printed tickets are sold at 51 apiece, 


generally divided into fourths at 25 cents 
each, with three numbers on them. The pian 
is based on the combination of seventy num- 
bers, taken three in a set. If this 
were all of the daily drawings the evil 
would be small as compared with the actual 
facts, because the scheme of these printed 
tickets apparently approaches more nearly 
to fairness than the scheme of the monthly 
drawings. Butit is arranged with diabolical 
ingenuity to whet the appetite of the unfor- 
tunate victim of the lottery craze and to in- 
duce him to return again and again to his de- 
struction. This is accomplished by giving a 
prize 15 per cent less than the price of a ticket 
for all tickets which contain one of the num- 
bers drawn from the wheel. To show tnis 
clearly I shall give the Friday scheme, the 
best scheme they put out, which consists of 
the ternary combination of seventy-five num- 
bers, with eleven drawn from the wheel. 
This gives 67,252 possible combinations of 
seventy-five numbers, takes three in a set and 
hence there are that numberof tickets. The 
scheme of prizes is as follows:

The result is that 
the money won in prizes comes back to the 
company, day after day, with 15 per cent ad- 
ditional from the pockets of the foolish in- 
vestor, and he in process of time becomes a 
lottery drunkard, if Imay use sucha term. 
Of such unfortunate persons tbere are thou- 
sauds and thousands in this city. 

But the printed tickets in the dally drawing 
represent a small portion of this evil.

There Ire various ways you are al- 
lowed to bet, gig, saddle, capital saddle, sin- 
gie number, all day and station. Let us ex- 
amine afew of these to showthe chance of 
winning andthe thieving percentage of the 
lottery company.

The chance that these three, 
or ahy other three numbers, will, in any 
order, be the first three numbers outof the 
thirteen taken from the wheel.

CATARINK TEGAHOUITA, 


A Monument to the First Indian Maiden 
Who Became a Christian. 


MONTREAL, July 31.—4 highly interesting 
ceremony took place Tuesday at La Prairie, a 
small suburb of Montreal. It consisted of a 
solemn service to inaugurate a monument to 
Catharine Tagahouita, the first Indjan maiden 
baptised into the Christian faith (in 1676), to 
consecrate a new cemetery and to say mass 
for the repose of the souls of those buried in 


an old one, as well as to mark the opening up 
ofaschool of the Christian Brothers. About 
sixty prelates were present, among them the 
Bishop of Albany, N. Y., and Archbishop 
Fabre. The Archbishop officiated at mass 
and the Bishop of Albany read a Latin service 
overthe grave of the maiden. Addresses 
were delivered in English, French and Iro- 
quois. Catharine died at the Old Mission in 
1680 and was buried there. Some years ago 
when ber canonization was first suggested 
and it became necessary to recover some 
relics her grave was opened and several 
mouldering bones were found. These were 
placed in charge of the Curate of Caughna- 
waga, and are now in charge of Father Bur- 
tin, resident missionary. Father James Lam- 
berville, a missionary among the 
Indians, when going along one day 
through the town or Gandaonague, now 
Fonda, N. I., when most of the people were 
absent in the fields, was impelled to enter the 
cabin of a great enemy ofthe faith. There he 
found aniece of that chief, Teganouita, the 
daughter of a Christian Algonquin mother, 
prevented by an injury to her foot from being 
at work with the rest. It bad been the great 
longing of her heart to be a Christian, but her 
modesty prevented her addressing the mis- 
sionary. Father Lamberville saw at once that 
she was a soul endowed with higher gifts and 
he invited her to instruction given at the 
chapel. She edified all by her fervor and was 
solemnly baptized in the chapel on Easter 
Sunday, 1675, receiving the nameof Cathar- 
ine. She was afterward said to have per- 
formed many miracles.

She Abandons Children She Breught te 


This Country From Londen, 


HARRISBURG, Pa., July 31.—The finding of a 
deserted English boy inthe streets of Phila- 
delphia some weeks ago and the subsequent 
developments that caused the arrest ofa 
woman named Mrs. Jane Anguish on a charge 
of abandoning him, have led tothe discovery 
of another child brought over from England 
by the same woman and deserted by her. 


This little girl, named Gertie Goff, aged 13, is 
from near London, and says thata year ago 
Mrs. Anguish induced ber father, 
* tradesman, to allow her to take 
his daughter to America on pretense of 
educating her. On board the ship were found 
four other children in Mrs. Anguish’s charge. 
They came to Harrisburg and instead of Mrs.

Afew weeks ago Farmer John Dayton of 


Jackson Township, Pa., bad four sitting hens 
come oft with broods of chickens on the same 
day. There were forty-six chickens in all, 
and Farmer Dayton gave them to one hen ana 
turned the other cluckers into the general 
flock.

Farmer Dayton had another hen that wanted 
to sit all the time, and he thought he would 
see if he couldn't break her of the habit by 
using her as bait with which to catch the de- 
structive minks. So he ballt a long box trap, 
a foot and a half high, and in the rear d of 
it he partitioned off a space forthe ben by 
fastening upright wires close together the 
whole width of the trap. A mink could walk 
under the raised lid and take a look at the 
caged hen, but it couldn’t get at her, and as 
soon as it began to nose along the wires it was 
bound to step on the spring and get shut in. 

That night Farmer Dayton set the trap and 
put the old hen into the cage, placing it near 
where the chickens had been killed. Before 
bedtime the hen set up a loud squawking and 
the farmer found the lid down. He poked the 
front end of the trap into the watering trough 
and held it there a spell and when he raised 
the lid there layadrowned mink. The old 
hen was all ofa flutter, but she had to stay 
there, aud in the morning another mink was 
in thetrap. Then Farmer Dayton let the hen 
out, and, after she had gotsome breakfast 
she trotted off to her nest and sat on it til 
after dark, when the farmer pulled her off 
and put her into the cage. 

Every night fora weekamink scented out 
the live bait and tcaught, and every morn- 
ing the hen sough® her eegiess nest and kept 
on it all day long. She wasn’t getting over 
her habit worth a snap, the farmer thought, 
but saidhe had hopes that she would in 
time. 

One morning Farmer Pts hey heard the old 
hen squawking long before daybreak.

OCEAN’S UNDERTOW. 


It Is Met a Mystery, But a Very Simple 
Matter. 


Frequenters of the seashore learn to speak 
of the ‘‘undertow,’’ says Duffield Osborne in 
Scribner, as though it were some mysterious 
force working from the recesses of a treach- 
erous ocean to draw unwary bathers to their 
doom.

PRUSSIAN AND AMERICAN BAILWAYs, 


A Comparison of the Traffic and Earnings 
of the Systems. 


New YORK, July 31.—A comparison has been 
made between railroad operatioas ia the 
United States and Europe, by taking the 
Prussian System as typical of the one and the 


Pennsylvania system as representative of the 


other, The Prussian system embraces 16,800 
miles and is owned by the State. The Penn- 
syivania system is 7,784 miles long. The total 
earnings of the former in 1887-8 were $180,- 


000,000, and of the latter $123,000,000, so that 


the Prussian Railroads will more than double 
the mileage of the Pennsylvania. The earu- 
ings per mile of the Prussian were $10,600, and 
the Pennsylvania $16,000. The Prussian sys 
tem carried 191,600,000 passengers, more than 
double the the number N dy the 
Pennsylvania, namely, 78,000,000. But on the 


other hand, the Pennsylvania carried 122,000,- 
000 tons of freight, against only 99,000, 000 tons 


carried by the Prussian roads.
